eipful to you in expleining the importance of this problem to 
any of your governaent colleazues who say not be fariliar with 16. 
T want, however, to add a perrzonal and nore confidential word 
here, and explein a specifie proposal IT have to make. 


AB You are aware, the problem of the Serman expelloss may 
yiay a srucial part in the eorming Jermen elections and thelr 
influence aay well be the decisive factor in deter:ining whether 
Germany resists any tlandishzents the Seviet pease offensive «ay 
offer, Friends of mine who are close to Chancellor adenauer have 
repeatedly stressed thelr anxiety over this issue and, as you know, 
the Chancellor hinself asked for some help on this problem in his 
diseusstoas with ovr governzent, ‘The qestion is wether the 
United States can do somethings, even if it is only tn the nature 
of a token gesture, to increase hops among the expellees that 
they will receive further help and reeognition tn the vest, the 
time for prepering euch « ceature is pressing if it 1s to affect 
glection attitudes. 


T heave one such geature to propose in connestion with the Expellee 
Rank, desoribed at the end of the enclosed sesorandum, whieh sould 
very well be used to handle any new grants and loans from a technisal 
point of view. 


The idea would 56 to appoint, at least for the next eructal 
months and preferasly for a longer tine, an Ameriesan who would act 
a6 @ kind of private or semfeofficial acbassador of good-will with 
the varlous expellee groups. In closest oveperation with pr, conent 
he showld be able to go inte the field and to work well with the 
existing organisations, He should have an amount ef %5,5°0,0%G.= 
equivalent in DeYarks at his disposal to be used a fond rerdu, or 
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ae credits, at a number of very obvious key points to help 
in agtting up expellee groups in gainful employment, in amail 
industries and business soncerns and to provide retraining 
facilities, 


The beneficial results of this plen would be speedily 
felt. ‘The cere appointment of such an emlgsary would give 
the expellees and refugees a sense of taternational recognition 
for ch they heve long pleaded, Moreover, the kestern and 
parttoularly the awreriean interest would thua be shown in 
aotual performance, 


The extrezists among the expellces, of course, sake radical 
demands for temporary assistance while basing all their future 
hopes on eventuel return to their homelands. Such radical 
leaders try to prevent the axpéllees from beeoming integrated 
and satisfied members of the West German ec munity. Hub most 
of the expellees end many of their leaders are eager to accept 

thing that gives then hope - whether increased job opportunities 
within Germany or opportunities for work abroad, 


One of the main sourees of bitterness among them, which 
has been encouraged by the extremist leaders, is the fesling 
that their problem has never been recognized by the vest as an 
international prozlem, in contrast to the non-German Displaced 
Persons, Therefore, any move which shows a new American interest, 
such as the exgtablishnent of the fund ou:lined above, will 
atrengthen the hands of their moderate leaders out of all 
proportion to the actual amount of money involved. Larger loans 
OF MeSeAe assistance should also be worked out but that will 
Sake tine, whereas this smaller projeot sould be started 
imeediately. If you are interested in tits idea, I have a <ood 
man to @uggest uho might be willing to undertake the proposed 
good-will mission at least fer the present critical period. 


Another reason why such special U. 3. help to expeliees may 
be of special interest to you ts the protest of German expellee 
groups against some of the Ceeoh and tolish breadeasts and 
broadcasters on Radio Free Europe in Munich. As you Imow, some 
of the extrene leaders iave repeatedly brought pressure in 3onn 
against any broadcasts from German soil which are eritieal of 
the expellees. Doubtless there may have been some justifieation 
fer certain of the eriticiams, but the extremists will never be 
satisfied by any moderate compromise, ‘he only way :o reduce 
the volume and Influence of these proceats is to waken the 
influence of the extremist leaders by showing american interest 
in finding new work opportunities for the expéllees, 
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. It is clear also that the larger the number of expellees 
who canbe permanently resettled and absorbed in west Germany, 
or elsewhers, the less violent will be the German demand for 
the restoration of every square mile of pre-war German territory 
east of the Oder-Neigae line, hence the sasier it will eventually 
be to arrive at some final frontier compromise which a free 
Poland could be induced, however unhappily, to accept. In the 
meantime everything which increases friction over the future 
between Germans on the one hand and Poles and Czechs on the other, 
is of course grist for the Communist propaganda milL

GONFIDENTIAL MEMORANDUM 
on the 
PROBLEM OF GERMAN REFUGEES AND BXPELLEES 


introduction 


One of the greatest problems facing the German Government 
and the allied Governments in Western Europe today is the great influx 
of refugees from East Germany through West Berlin, which almost amounts 
$0 & meso migration. Over 100,000 refugees have come to West Berlin in 
the last three months alone, as the ‘flood continues at the rate of 2,000 
a day, 

What makes thie new influx even more difficult to core 
with is the tremendous unsolved problem of the 10,000,000 refugees and 
expellees already in Western Germany before this new flight from Soviet 
terror began. It ie almost unknown outside of Germany that over one-fifth, 
or 22%, of the Weet German population are refugees who entered an area 
where over half the housing had been destroyed, Bence thie memorandum is 
concerned not merely with this new emergency but with the basic refuges 
problem as a whole, which decievely affects the German economic and poli-~ 
tical future, 

The burden of the refugees ig the key factor in determining 
the amount which Western Germany is able to pay either for the occupation 
costs of the allied armies or for prospective German rearmament, I+ also 
increases the dangers inherent in the rise of neo~Nasiem and Bationaliem 
in Germany, It may well be ths decisive factor in determining whether 
Germany continues the great experiment: of « United Burope, or succumbs to 
the blendighments of the Soviet Peace offensive, Yor if between now and 
the elections next September nothing is done to improve the refugees! sit~ 
uation, or at least to give hope of such improvement, the danger of defeat 


for the Adenauer Government and for the whole pro-Western policy he repre- 
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sents will be greatly increased. 

Although the German refugees have benefited indirectly from 
various forms of generous U, $, aid to Germany, no international governzent 
help has been given. Yrom the start the expelleen were officially des- 
oribed as a purely Germen problen, ani they were specifically exciuded fron 
any sesistance from international organizations such as URERA, IRO, and 
International Children's Fund of the U. B. It wae not until 1951 that the 
OM Gommisaioner for Refagees, tr. Goedhart, recognized that thie problex 
goncerned not only Germeny mt the whole free world; but that view hee not yet 
‘been implemented, This feeling of neglect snd discrimination has made many 
of the refugees suscentible to the reckless proxizes of extreniste. 

fhe etrenucus efforts of the German Federal and State Gov- 
ernmente, plus the spectacular recovery of the German economy since currency 
reform in 1946, have eo fer prevented or at least minimired the disastrous 
social, economic and political consaqiences which appesred ingvitable, But. 
although thie encouraging fact has tended to obscure the refugee problem, 
it bac not solved it. Despite phenomenal recent progress, the German econ- 
omy etili lege behind that of other West Ruropean countries because it 
had more ground to make up. The meaeure of recovary already achieved 
still remmine on « fragile basis, tut only because the ten million refugees 
represent a great relief load on German economy, tut because of the large 
debt payments Germany hae aseumed under the London Agreement of 1962, as 
well a9 to Ternel, I is also true that the German ‘qoensny, like that of 
the rest of Zurope, has benefited indirectly from the Korean war boom which 
may nov be over, ond that German industry, uabike that of other Western 
countries, has been able to concentrate on winning export markets for 


civilian goods without diverting production to armanents. 
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Fhe combination of the new refugee influx through Berlia, plus 
the increseing efforts of the German redical parties to exploit the discon- 
tent of the refugees, demandstiat something more fundamental should be done 
now, It must be begun at once if it 1s to affect the reaults of the spproach- 
ing German elections, which may decide the fate of Europe fer the immediate 
future, 

The total of nearly ten and a half million refugees now in West 
Germany can be broken down inte about 2,000,000 escapees from the Soviet Zone 
of Germany (increasing now at the rate of 40,000 a month); plue a hard core 
of about 200,000 former DP's whe remained after the dissolution of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization; plus approximately 50,000 recent non-German 
refugees from Oommmnism, who escaped from Crechoslovakia, Hungary, etc. 

Finaliy, the larger single group ia that of the 8,124,000 expellees. 
Thie group consiste mainiy of German citisens whe were compelled to leave their 
hones in pre-war Gernan territory East of the Oder-Heisee line, plus ethnic 
Germane who were expelled from other countries now behind the Iron Curtain, in 1945/46, 
Three and a half million came from Csechoebvakia elone, the so-called Sudetan 
Germans. 

Rossible Solutions 

Germany haa two possibilities for solving the proble: of her 

refugees and expelleest . 
1) Boonomte integration 
B) Entgration 

Rmigration can only be of secondary importance ae far as Germany 

is goncerned since the immigration countries above and beyond other ieitvies 


tions, have eo far generally fixed an upper age limit (35 yeare in moct caset). 
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It is, however, in the younger age group of 23 to 40 years that Germany has 
lest three and one-half uillion men through the war, Ae a result of this 
loe:, Germany hee today in the 35-year-old age group, for example, Ao more 
men then in the age group of 66-year-olds. Compared with the annual influx 
from the countries beyond the Iron Curtain, exigration from Germany in terme 
of numbers playe an insignificant part and will continue te do eo in the 
foresesabie future, 

, fhe main task thue remains the integration of the expellees 
within the WesteGerman economy. In thie context the Federal Repubiic was | 
faced with a three-fold protien: 

1) Rebuilding of the dwellings and enterpriees destroyed by 

wer, 

8) Closing of the gape cxused in the economic structure of 

the Federal Republic by the partition of Gerzany into 
Eastern and Western baives, 

3) Provision of dweliinge and jobs for 10 million expellees 

and refugees over and above the 1929 level. 

Since currency reform in 1948, the integration of the expellees 
and refugees within the Pederal Republic has been pursued with great energy. 
By 1952, 1,200,000 new dwellings had been butlt and two million additional 
jobs provided. More than 6,000 artisan and industrial entérprises were newly 
eatablished. More than 40,000 farms were distri tuted to expellee farmers. 
In the years after 1945, the German people heve spent, sc far, 25 biilies 
Marks (six billion dollars) for the maintenance and integration of the 
expellees and refugees. Ae against this, 1,8 billion of Marshall Plan aid 
was received in the years 1948 to 1952, 
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In spite of these tremendous efforts 4t hes eo far been possible to 
integrate only 35% of the expeliess. Another 45% could only find employment 
below the social standard of their former work, Public assistance authorities 
must look after the remaining 20%, 

A German-U. S. Commission of experts which met under the chaire 
wnanship of Hane Chrietian Sonne in 1950, assessed the costes of the intecra- 
tion at 12.3 billion DM, or three billion dollars. The Bonn Government passed 
the Immediate Aid Law to bridge over the interim pericd pending a final law 
on the equalization of burdens, In August, 1952, an Equalization of Burdens 
Law was passed which provides for the mortgage of up to 5O% of the velue of any 
kind of property, and for the retirenent of the mortgages by a? annual interest- 
bearing installments. These annual payments are collected in a fund outside 
the normal budget of the Federal Republia, for the purpose of paying compensa- 
tion to expellees and to other persons who suffered matertal loss as & result 
of the war. 

Hotwithetanding these great efforts undertaken on the German side, 
there are still hundreds of thousands of expellee families when it has not deen 
possible to assist through the measures already taken. The West German Gevera~- 
ment, however, has made clear its determination to continue the integration of 
expellees and refugees by every available means. 

Since the expellees in Weat Germany entered an area suffering from 
a oritical housing shortage and came with few, if any, possessions except the 
elethes they wore and what they could carry, aseimiletion into the econonic 
etream of Weet German life hae been extremely difficult. When the flight of 


expeliess from the Kast began, naturally wost of them wore settled in the more 
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remote agricultural parte of Weetern Germany, including Haveria and Schieaswig- 
Holetein —- where the fewest houses had been destroyed simply because there 
were fewer worthwhile bombing targets, Needless to say, however, the places 
where most housing was available were the very Piaces where fewest jobde were 
available. 

So there ie 2 great need, not simoly for increased housing, but for 
housing in industrial areas. The normal population increase requires the building 
of 200,000 new dwelling units a yeare fhe persistent housing shortage, despite 
record building during the past two years, still Limits the effectiveness ef 
refugee redistribution programs, which called for the tranefer of 300,000 
persons per year in the fiecal years 1949/50 and 1960/51, Although the move- 
ment of refugees from rural areas to areas offering employment apportunities is 
gonsidered a vital link in plans to utilise the available manpower, only 
B20, 896 had moved from 1949 to 1961. 

fome success has been achieved in resettling on farses many of the 
refugees formerly engaged in agricalture, although the relative scarcity of farm 
lands in the Weatern Zones makes thia undertaking a A4ifficul$ one. The ques- 
tion of farm resettlement is especially important, because ta feed over 22-1] 2% 
more people there ie only 40% of the total food-raising aren which was Germany's 
before the war, The other 60% of the farm land is now under Soviet-Polish control, 
producing food for the Soviets, It is as if the total population of Denmark and 
@witxerland, completely destitute, had to be absorbed inte Western Germany. 
While Germany in 1939 had to meet 20% of her food requirenents by imports, the 
import requirement hae now risen to more than 40% a8 8 result of the influx of 


refugees and the loss of Eastern Germany. 
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In all cases where no assistance can be given within the seope 
of the measures initiated by the German autrorities, it ie either because 
adequate funds are not available or Dacause certein other prerequisites do 
not exist, such as collateral security to cover the credit applied for. In 
this eonnection there is, however, the possitiiity of rendering, by means of 
amoonte which in the individual oszes are comparatively email, a really deci- 
give aseietance in building up new livelihood, in preserving a threatened 
existence, in facilitating study, or in the training of young veorle, etc. 

Gapital investrent, particularly for amall concerns employing 
specialised akille, is a requirement which is beginning to receive increased 
attention. In the Spring of 1950 the Federal Ministry for Expellees created 
the Mxpellee Bank, based on an initial grant of DM 20,000,000 from BRP funde, 
and further financed ty infusing local banks to take 10% of the risk involved 
dn non-seoured loans, while the Land (state) tanks took 60% and the Federal 
Government 30%. Dr. Middelrann, assietant to the Minister for Bxpelleer, 
atated, "It is to the interest of the Gervan Federe] Government to utilise 
the capital of skill, to reduce the welfare payments, and tc enable thove whe 
formerly collected welfare payments to earn enough to be able to pay taxes 
for the help of new raefugeer.® 

Sy Jenvary, 1952, trie Bank, in conjunction with other credit 
institutions, had financed 1,473 investment loans, amounts to DM 60,348,000 
ond had guaranteed 1,174 operating leant, amount to BM 48,422,000. 

Help from abroad granted for such objects san be used to best atl 
vantage in various waye and by various means. Insofar ac the grant of loans 
te induetrial or agricultural enterprises is sonsidered, the Expellee Bank 
would seen to be the best medium for such loans, and for residential building, 
and for grants-in-aid, ‘the Gerzan Yederal Government would welcome a trustee 


ef foreign landers to participate in the allocation of funds from foreign lands.
